New chief 
calls for 
working 
together 



Inspector Dez Lambert 


THE NEW police chief for 
Halesowen and Stourbridge 
has pledged to work closer 
with the public in the battle 
against crime. 

Inspector Dez Lambert 
has moved from a role where 
he was spearheading force 
changes in Birmingham to 
replacing Insp Mick Palmer 
and taking charge of the 
policing sector covering the 
two towns. 

The officer, who is 35 and 
has lived in Halesowen all 
his life, said he wanted to 
engage with the towns’ com¬ 
munities. 

He said: “Halesowen is a 
great area with a community 
which already works well 
with the police, but I think 
there is still room for 
improvement. 

“The better we work with 
the public the greater sup¬ 
port we will get tackling 
crime, and that is good for 
everyone - except the crimi¬ 
nals. 

“I want people to tell us 
their policing issues.” 

Clothes set 
off big hunt 

DISCARDED clothing on a 
canal towpath near Stour¬ 
bridge sparked a major 
search operation by police. 

Walkers found the items 
along a section of the Stour¬ 
bridge Canal at around 
5.45pm on Saturday and 
immediately alerted police. 

The path, off Wollaston 
Road, Amblecote, was sealed 
off by officers and tents set up 
as a search was carried out 
using the police helicopter 
and dogs. Police said it seems 
the clothes were dumped. 


RIANS SENT IN FOR 
£3m FIRE STATION

PLANS to demolish council buildings in Cradley Heath to 
make way for a new £3 million fire station have been sub¬ 
mitted. This is the first phase in the project which will see 
the new fire hub replace the former Municipal Buildings. 


Members of West Midlands Fire Authority picked the site near Haden Hill Leisure 
Centre from four proposed locations. Bosses at Sandwell Council have applied to plan¬ 
ning chiefs to demolish the two storey 
building, in Barrs Road, which also has a 
basement. The demolition is expected to 
be completed by the end of the month. 

The former Municipal Buildings are to 
be demolished by Sandwell Leisure Trust 
to extend the car park for people using 
the leisure centre. The rest of the site will 
be transformed into the new multi-bay 
station. 

The station replaces the Halesowen 
and Cradley Heath fire stations and the 
cost is set to be offset by the generation of 
the estimated £1.5m from the sale of the 
two sites. 

Halesowen Fire Station, Hagley Road, 
was closed in May, and the firefighters 
based there have been redeployed to 
other stations in the area until the fire 
hub is built. 

Inherit 

Chairman of the Fire Authority and 
Sandwell Councillor John Edwards said: 
“This application has been made by 
Sandwell Leisure Trust, not by the Fire 
Authority. 

“The plan is we will then inherit a clear 
site, and once we have gained the plan¬ 
ning permission we can then start build¬ 
ing.” 

Mr Edwards said he hoped the plan¬ 
ning application for the fire station will 
be submitted to Sandwell Council by the 
end of the summer, and if it is approved 
that work will start in the autumn. 

He added: “We are really looking for¬ 
ward to the prospect of our state of the art 
multi bay fire station. 

“We are also looking forward to work¬ 
ing with our partners in Sandwell Leisure 
Trust, on a plan which will prove to ben¬ 
efit both organisations and the Trust’s 
customers.” 

Cradley Heath Fire Station in Mace 
Street, is still in operation. 


Wet weather 
washes out 
charity race 

THE ANNUAL Race for Life charity event 
at Himley Hall near Dudley has become the 
lastest victim of the wettest summer on 
record. 

Cancer Research UK said the ongoing 
heavy rain has caused the route to become 
waterlogged prompting health safety fears. 

The event, due to take place this Sunday, 
has now been moved to September 23. 

Event manager Tracey Duffy said: “We 
are very sorry for any disappointment and 
inconvenience caused by the postponement. 

“The health and safety of our participants 
has to come first so we hope everyone under¬ 
stands why this difficult decision had to be 
made. 

“We have acted as quickly as we can to re¬ 
organise the dates to enable as many people 
is possible to join in. Dudley Race for Life 
nil now take place at the same times on 
September 23. 

“All participants will be contacted by 
Cancer Research UK. 

“All those joining us on the new dates 
need not do anything, as their pack and run¬ 
ning number will still be valid.” 

It is the second Race for Life event in the 
Midlands to be cancelled, following on from 
Longbridge, Birmingham last week. 

Annual three-day music festival in 
Staffordshire, Burntwood Wakes, has also 
been cancelled. 

It was due to take place from July 20.

This is the dramatic moment a car hurtled 
into a front garden in Dudley, throwing a 
man from the sunroof which was captured 
on CCTV. 

The Peugeot 406 mounted the pavement, 
smashing through a brick wall and over¬ 
turning outside Joyce Hampton’s house. 

Residents in Brook Street, Woodsetton, 
rushed outside after hearing the crash and 
were stunned to find the man had walked 
away unhurt. 

Miss Hampton’s brother Howard, aged 
74, who lives next door with his wife Mar¬ 
garet, 70, had recently installed the cameras 


after becoming concerned about speeding 
motorists. The retired couple were watching 
TV when they heard a loud bang - and they 
were shocked when they later watched the 
drama on the recording. The man can be 
seen being catapulted through the sunroof. 

He then quickly stands up and pulls down 
his T-shirt before walking towards the car. 
Piles of debris settle around the vehicle, 
which was badly damaged. Miss Hampton, 
60, a delivery driver, said she was woken up 
by the noise. Gates in her front garden were 
wrecked in the impact of the crash, which 
happened at about 10.30pm on Sunday. 


Marking 
metal to 
combat 
criminals 

HEATING boilers and cop¬ 
per water tanks at thou¬ 
sands of council homes in 
Dudley will be security 
marked as part of a crack¬ 
down on metal theft. 

Forensic marking fluid 
kits will be used to deter 
raiders from targeting the 
properties. 

The fluid leaves a unique 
mark that is registered to 
Dudley Council on a 
national database and can 
be accessed by the police. 

It means if any of the 
property is stolen, it can be 
quickly identified making it 
easier for the culprits to be 
caught. 

Power tools and plant 
equipment used by council 
work teams are also being 
marked. 

The kits have been bought 
by the council’s housing ser¬ 
vices division and cost 
£ 1 , 200 . 

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, said: “We do not tol¬ 
erate crime in Dudley bor¬ 
ough and introducing this 
technology sends a clear 
message to potential crimi¬ 
nals that we will identify 
them. 

Det Sgt Mark Ruston from 
Brierley Hill Police, said: 
“West Midlands Police are 
committed to working 
together to reduce crime and 
we are using special torches 
to scan all property during 
searches of suspect’s homes 
and scrap yards.” 

300 sign up 
for scheme 

MORE than 300 customers 
at Brierley Hill metal recy¬ 
cler Mason Metals Ltd have 
joined its voluntary mem¬ 
bership scheme which aims 
to help deter crime. 

Masons in Two Woods 
Lane launched it in January 
in response to police con¬ 
cerns over the growing scale 
of metal theft in the region. 

The scheme asks cus¬ 
tomers for their details in 
return for a member’s card 
which allows them to their 
business transaction to be 
processed more quickly.

IT WAS an emotional moment for the 
group hoping to save Dudley’s Hippo¬ 
drome as they met with a musty smell 
in the air, the garish purple paintwork 
peeling from the ceiling, and an 
empty wine bottle lying on the floor, 
like a leftover from a hastily aban¬ 
doned party. 

“It’s better than I expected,” says Geoff Fitz¬ 
patrick. There’s a lot of work to be done, but it’s 
all pretty sound.” 

For the Friends of Dudley Hippodrome, this is 
a big moment. For the first time since it closed 
in 2009, a small party of volunteers were allowed 
access to the building which holds so many mem¬ 
ories. Almost every one of them has a tale to tell. 

“I used to be a regular here in the 1940s and 
50s,” says 76-year-old Malcolm Palmer from 
Stourbridge. 

“It was here they filmed the first pantomime 
shown on television, I went down to my aunt’s in 
Tipton to watch. You could see the boxes in the 
balcony and everything.”. 

But unless the Friends of the Hippodrome defy 
the odds and save the theatre from the bulldoz¬ 
ers, those memories will soon be all that is left. 


In its heyday, the Hippodrome was one of the 
country’s leading provincial theatres, drawing in 
the biggest names in showbusiness. Bob Hope, 
Laurel and Hardy, and Tommy Cooper had all 
topped the bill. 

“It was the biggest theatre in the West Mid¬ 
lands,” says Stourbridge historian Paul Collins. 

“It had a 1,752-seater auditorium, much bigger 
than the Grand in Wolverhampton. Even today 
there isn’t another theatre of this size this side 
of Birmingham. ” 

Demolish 

Latterly used as a bingo hall, the Hippodrome 
finally closed two-and-a-half years ago. It was 
bought by Dudley Council, and has been under 
the threat of demolition ever since. The council 
has earmarked the site for unspecified redevelop¬ 
ment, and word is that within three months 
there will be an application to demolish the build¬ 
ing. 

But Mr Collins, a former councillor, says that 
would not necessarily sound the death knell for 
the theatre. 

“The application would be to demolish it 
within three years,” he says. “They wouldn’t 
demolish it straight away as that would cost a 
lot.” The theatre is in clear need of refurbish¬ 


ment - as well as less-than-sympathetic alter¬ 
ations, it has also suffered from vandalism - but 
it is in surprisingly good condition. Period fea¬ 
tures, such as art deco plasterwork have sur¬ 
vived, even if they have been painted in a lurid 
shade of purple. 

“I’m quite encouraged by what I’ve seen,” says 
Mr Collins. The campaign certainly has public 
support. More than 3,500 people have signed 
petitions to save the theatre, incuding comedian 
Ken Dodd, a regular performer at the venue in 
the 1950s. 

But while there is a clear desire among people 
in the Black Country save the theatre, it is hard 
cash that will really determine its future. 

“We have pledged to draw up a business plan 
by the end of August,” says Paul Collins. And 
how much money will they need? 

“It would just be a guess at the moment, but I 
think you would be talking a couple of million.” 

Friends’ chairman Geoff Fitzpatrick believes 
the money could be secured from the National 
Lottery. Steve Briscoe suggests a sponsor-a-brick 
scheme. Mr Collins is convinced the theatre can 
be saved. “There is so much public support, it is 
the only inter-war variety theatre left in the 
country. If we don’t succeed, it won’t be for the 
want of trying,” he said. 


woman 
is jailed 
for vice 
girl ring 

A WOMAN from the Mid¬ 
lands who controlled and 
trafficked prostitutes in 
Northern Ireland has been 
jailed for seven years. 

Rong Chen, aged 35, 
conned women into entering 
the country believing they 
would find work as child 
minders. 

But instead the illegal 
immigrants worked as pros¬ 
titutes or housekeepers 
while isolated in squalid 
flats and were threatened 
with violence or deportation 
if they tried to escape. 

Chen, of Whinchat Grove, 
Kidderminster, admitted 
two charges of controlling 
prostitution for gain, traf¬ 
ficking in the UK for sexual 
exploitation and entering an 
arrangement to acquire 
criminal property. She was 
sentenced at Belfast Crown 
Court along with her hus¬ 
band Jason Hinton and for¬ 
mer policeman Simon 
Dempsey from Northern 
Ireland. 

Hinton pleaded guilty to 
aiding and abetting the con¬ 
trol of prostitution. He was 
given an order for 220 hours 
unpaid work. Dempsey, 42, 
from Ringbuoy Cove, 
Cloughey, near Newtow- 
nards,was jailed for nine 
months. The court was told 
Chen had made £280,000.

A NEW police chief has been 
appointed with responsibil¬ 
ity for Dudley borough. 

Chief Superintendent Stu¬ 
art Johnson replaces Dudley 
commander Keith Baldwin 
who retired after completing 
30 years service with the 
force. 

Mr Johnson will be 
responsible for the bor¬ 
ough’s policing across Dud¬ 
ley North and South, 
Halesowen and Stourbridge. 

He has served in the force 
for 25 years starting his 
career in Wolverhampton. 

Ch Supt Johnson said: “I 
am delighted to be taking up 
this position and look for¬ 
ward to continuing to work 
with our local communities 
so we can make Dudley an 
even safer place to live.”

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Father in 
van chase 
locked up 

A 35-YEAR-OLD man has 
been jailed for 21 months 
after a court heard he hit 
three cars during a police 
chase in Dudley. 

Simon Loveland, who was 
driving a stolen Ford 
Transit, hit the cars during 
the pursuit, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

Loveland also reversed 
towards a police motorcycle 
during the five-mile chase in 
Dudley, forcing the officer to 
take evasive action 

Loveland, a father-of-two 
of Broom Road, Dudley, 
went through red lights, 
ignored give-way signs, 
mounted grass verges and 
drove on the wrong side of 
the road, said Mr Howard 
Searle, prosecuting. 

Mr Searle said Loveland 
finally smashed the van at 
the Wrens Nest Nature 
Reserve, Dudley. 

Loveland was banned 
from driving for three years 
after admitting aggravated 
vehicle taking and driving 
without insurance. 

He was jailed for 18 
months for the offences and 
for a further three months 
for breaching a suspended 
prison sentence for burglary. 

Mr David Bratt, defend¬ 
ing, said: “He knows he went 
off the rails and he has let his 
partner, his children and his 
family down badly.”

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
“remarkable” woman has died at 
the age of 104 after living a 
healthy life. 

Hilda Turner did not drink or 
smoke and never had to go to hos- 
ital once - even when she gave 
irth to her children, her family 
said. 

Mrs Turner lived at New 
Bradley Hall care home in 
Kings winford. 

Her daughter Roberta Schipper 
described her mother as an 


extremely caring person who 
always held her family close at 
heart. Born Hilda Barnett in Wall 
Heath in 1907, she was the daugh¬ 
ter of a grocer who had a shop in 
Canton House, in High Street. 

Leaving 

She attended the village school 
before leaving at the age of 14 to 
help her father Benjamin at the 
shop. 

At the age of 17 she began court¬ 
ing carpenter Bob Turner, but it 


was not until 1934 when they 
married at Wall Heath Congrega¬ 
tional Church. 

They then moved to Grove Park 
where the couple started a family 
and Mrs Turner gave birth to her 
daughters Roberta and Jane. 

In the village she played an 
active role in community life, 
running the church Sunday school 
and singing in the choir. 

She remained at her house after 
her husband died in 1964, only 
leaving for the care home aged 95. 


Daughter Mrs Schipper said her 
mother lived a healthy life right 
up until she died. 

She said: “My mother never 
drank or smoke and she ate very 
well.” 

Grandchildren 

Mrs Turner also leaves behind 
five grandchildren and eight 
great-grandchildren. Mrs Turner 
died on June 24 and her funeral 
service took place at Wall Heath 
Evangelical Free Church. 



Family outraged as judge 
decides not to jail car killer 


THE FAMILY of a teacher who was knocked 
down and killed on a country road have called 
a judge’s decision not to jail the drink-driver 
responsible “an absolute disgrace”. 

Mother-of-two Brenda Wilson, aged 62, died in hospital 
an hour after being hit by Francine Austin’s Audi convert¬ 
ible. Mrs Wilson was walking a dog with her friend along the 
A458 Bridgnorth Road in Stourton near Stourbridge. 
Austin, was ordered to be detained under the Mental Health 
Act. Judge John Maxwell ■ by Andrew Turton 
gave the order to the now ™ 
divorced Austin at Stafford 
Crown Court. 

The Judge said Austin, 
who has suffered from 
depression, faced up to three 
years in prison - but two psy¬ 
chiatric reports recom¬ 
mended she remain in a 
psychiatric hospital. 

Austin, 54, of Heathton, 

Claverley, will be detained 
until she is deemed well 
enough to be released. 

Doctors 

Mrs Wilson’s son Edward 
Davies said after the case: 

“This is an absolute dis¬ 
grace. I think she should 
serve the full prison sen¬ 
tence after the doctors let 
her out but she’ll probably 
only do a year in the hospi¬ 
tal.” Laura Davies said her 
mother was “an inspira¬ 
tional and amazing person” 
and added: “We are in so 
much pain.” 

The court heard scientists 
estimated Austin had about 
54 micrograms of alcohol per 
100 millilitres of breath, 
when the crash happened at 
about 10.30am on August 4.

The limit is 35. 

Austin told police she had 
drunk four glasses of wine 
the night before and went to 
bed at 10pm. 

In a police interview 
Austin, who pleaded guilty 
to causing death by careless 
driving and drink driving, 
said she felt drowsy from 
medication she was taking. 

Mr Andrew Fisher, 
defending, told the court: 
“This lady is an otherwise 
decent citizen. She is ill and 
has plainly expressed her 
remorse.” 

Mrs Wilson, of Meddins 
Lane, Kinver, was a former 
headteacher at St Anne’s 
Middle School in Bewdley 
and was working at King 
Charles I School in Kidder¬ 
minster before her death. 


£5,000 laptops stolen 

More than 20 laptops, worth around £5,000 have been 
stolen from a school near Stourbridge. They were taken 
from a secure metal container which was inside a temporary 
classroom at Haybridge High School in Hagley. 

Burglars struck just days after around £17,000 of com¬ 
puter equipment was stolen from Hagley RC School. Police 
believe other areas of Haybridge High were also targeted 
during the same period but the thieves were unsuccessful!.

Neighbours of a stadium in Dudley say their 
lives are being made a misery by noise from 
regular athletics meetings. They have com¬ 
plained about the firing of starting pistols and 


event commentaries. 

They claim the noise is 
from The Dell, Bryce Road, 
Pensnett, and the families 
say it is increasing in volume 
and disturbing them at week¬ 
ends. 

Neighbours in Bryce Road, 
have pleaded with council¬ 
lors to clamp down on users 
of the stadium, which has a 
400 metre athletics track, 
field facilities and a full-size 
football pitch. 

Chris Bennett, aged 44, 
said: “The noise from the 
stadium meetings is getting 
louder and louder. 

“It’s not just the ongoing 
commentary you hear for 
hours on end, it is also the 
firing of pistols which can 
sound like fireworks. 

“The disturbance has left 
many people round here 
crawling up the walls in frus¬ 
tration. We can’t sit in our 
house at the weekends and 
relax with the windows 
open.” 

Mr Bennett, who is a water 
surface layer, said: “Some¬ 
thing needs to be done. We 
support the stadium, but we 
want the users to be good 
neighbours.” 

Following concerns raised, 
Dudley councillors Judy 
Foster and John Martin have 
paid a visit to neighbours of 


the stadium. They have now 
both instructed environmen¬ 
tal officers to ask users of the 
stadium to keep the noise 
down. 

Councillor Martin said: 
“The noise of the pistols is 
especially loud, I nearly 
jumped out of my skin when 
I heard it. 

“I don’t think it is unrea¬ 
sonable for people to ask 
users of The Dell Stadium to 
be mindful of the noise.” 

Councillor Foster said: 
“What most concerned me 
was how some of the events 
were going on past 9pm.

“We don’t want people to 
stop using the stadium, we 
are proud of having the facil¬ 
ity in our borough. But we do 
ask users to take care and 
remember people are living 
nearby.” 

Councillor Tracy Wood, 
said she was aware of the 
issues raised by residents. 

She said: “We have been 
made aware of issues with 
noise during large sporting 
events at the Dell Stadium. 

“We will be investigating 
the complaints and speaking 
to our staff and the appropri¬ 
ate clubs in order to resolve 
the problem.”

A PROPOSED canalside housing 
estate next to a £5 million glass 
museum has been criticised by 
waterways bosses who claim the 
development could lead to the 
canal becoming a “rubbish tip”. 

Forty-nine homes would be constructed 
on the historic former Stuart Crystal glass¬ 
works site in Wordsley under the plans. 

Vacant land off Argyle Close would be 
developed for the estate, while the museum 
would be built in the Grade II-listed former 
factory units. 

The Inland Waterways Association has 
spoken out against the plans, which were 
lodged by Morris Homes in May. 

The estate would feature 16 detached 
houses, two semi-detached, seven “mews” 
properties and 24 apartments. They would 
overlook the Stourbridge Canal. 

Bob Fox, the IWA planning officer for 
Dudley, submitted an objection to the plan¬ 
ning application. 

He said the IWA was “pleased to see an 
initial proposal for the development of this 
site” but added: “The current proposal of 49 
dwellings represents a significant over¬ 
development. 

He also raised concerns that tall fences 
along the row of houses would “act as a 
barrier to the canal”. He added: “Such 
fencing has been found to have a detrimen¬ 
tal effect on canals as local residents are iso¬ 
lated from the canal. 

He added, this will do nothing to enhance 
the canal corridor and may contribute to the 
canal becoming a linear rubbish tip, to the 
detriment of the community.

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People will fight to save 
hospital services, claim

BOSSES have opened a new 
£300,000 fish and chip shop in 
Dudley which they say more than 
250 people applied for 20 jobs there. 

Work to convert the former pub 
into the Ocean Basket takeaway and 
restaurant in Wordsley has taken 
nearly a year. 

Bosses said they had to rebuild the 
interior of the building, in High 
Street, from “the ground up”. 

A centrepiece of the new colourful 
design is a decorative fish tank and 
a replica boat’s keel in the ceiling. 

One side of the site is a dining 
area. Restaurant spokesman Spiros 


Bojouri, said: “It has taken a lot of 
hard work to get this far and I am 
very proud of the result. 

“There are exciting plans for this 
area and we want to be a part of 
that.” 

Mr Bojouri previously set up the 
Goodies fish and chip shop in Pen- 
snett. 

“This is the last development I 
will be working on,” he said. “We are 
here in Wordsley now. This is where 
we want to stay and focus on. It is 
very exciting to be opening soon.” 

The chip shop will open from 
midday until 10.30pm. 


THE PEOPLE of Wyre Forest will 
fight to preserve services at Kid¬ 
derminster Hospital, a health 
campaigner has told a public 
meeting. 

Former NHS chief Malcolm Cooper said 
he didn’t believe patients “would allow” 
the hospital to be downgraded any further 
because of the “pain” felt when the acci¬ 
dent and emergency department was axed 
in 2000. 

Mr Cooper was speaking during a 
meeting to discuss plans to overhaul hospi¬ 
tal services in Worcestershire. Clinicians 
are looking at six “models of care” for the 
future but two threaten the Kiddermin¬ 
ster site with closure or downgrading. 

Around 75 people attended the four- 
hour meeting recently when health bosses 
outlined the reasons behind the plans, 
which includes a funding shortfall and a 
growing demand for services. 

They also explained the different models 
which at a minimum would see minor 
injury treatment facilities, outpatient 
services and some diagnostic services 
remain in Kidderminster, Redditch and 
Worcester. 

Mr Cooper, who was chairman of the 
former Kidderminster Health Authority, 
said: “I was here 12 years ago. Kiddermin¬ 
ster suffered pain then. I don’t want it do 
so again. I don’t believe the people of Wyre 
Forest would allow Kidderminster to be 
downgraded anymore than it has been.” 


NIP's call on home losses 

DUDLEY North MP Ian Austin has urged 
the rising number of householders who face 
repossession to seek free advice from a 
charity. Figures released by Shelter show 
the Black Country has one of the highest 
repossession rates in the country. A total of 
1,675 homes were repossessed across the 
region as a whole in the last year, of which 
395 were in Dudley.

Famous Army regiment 
that fought to the end 


A CHERISHED military bond forged in 
the Kings Head pub in Lichfield 307 
years ago has been broken. The fight¬ 
ing force formed during a meeting on 
March 25,1705, linked the army to the 
people of the Black Country and 
Staffordshire. 

For three centuries, generations served with 
distinction on the world’s battlefields in what 
became known as the Staffordshire Regiment. 

The courage of those soldiers is remembered in 
memorials such as the frieze at Walsall Town Hall 
commemorating the breaking of the Hindenburg 
Line on September 30 1918, a vital step towards 
the ending of the First World War. 

The Staffords were the only British battalion to 
be awarded two Victoria Crosses in the same 
engagement during the Second World War and the 
bravery of its troops continued through the 
Northern Ireland conflict to the Iraq War where 
they helped free 127 prisoners and destroy the 



hated Jamiat police base in Basra on Christmas 
Day 2006. 

The two VCs won by the Staffords in the Second 
World War were won at Arnhem in September 
1944 by Lance Sgt John Baskeyfield and Major 
Robert Cain, whose daughter is married to TV 
host Jeremy Clarkson. Both were serving with the 
South Staffords Regiment which merged with the 
North Staffords to form the Staffords in 1959. 

Another Staffords hero was L/Cpl Coltman from 
Burton on Trent who did not carry a weapon 
because he was a Quaker but operated as a 
stretcher bearer and won the VC, the DSM and 
Bar and the Military Medal and Bar, being 
awarded the five medals for his bravery in collect¬ 
ing casualties over 17 months during the First 


World War. He survived conflict. The name of the 
Staffordshire Regiment and its famous Stafford¬ 
shire Knot cap badge disappeared during the 2007 
revamp of the army that created the Mercian Reg¬ 
iment through the merger of the Cheshire and the 
Worcestershire and Sherwood Foresters regi¬ 
ments with the Staffords. 

They were then split into three separate battal¬ 
ions on the lines of the previous regiments and the 
3rd Battalion The Mercian Regiment (3Mercian) 
became the new Staffords. Now 3Mercian is to be 
axed in another restructuring of the British Army. 

3Mercian returned from a tour of duty on the 
front line in Afghanistan last year during which 
one of its soldiers was shot dead while on patrol 
and several others were wounded. 

The battalion is among a handful of mechanised 
infantry units in the British Army with its troops 
trained to use Warrior vehicles as well as conven¬ 
tional ‘light’ infantry skills.

A HALESOWEN accountancy firm says 
businesses unable to get funding from 
banks could get the cash injection they 
need from internet lending services and 
business “angels”. 

Nicklin LLP says latest figures show 
that lending through the internet has 
now topped £250 million and an increas¬ 
ing number of small and medium-sized 
businesses are turning to web-based serv¬ 
ices. 

Services such as Funding Circle, which 
has lent more than £34 million to busi¬ 
nesses since its launch in 2010, enable 
them to borrow from wealthy individuals 
at lower interest rates than those offered 
by the banks. 


Harvey Owen, managing partner at 
Nicklins, said: “Many smaller businesses 
are still finding it difficult to obtain the 
funding they need from more traditional 
avenues such as banks. 

“However, many are also unaware that 
there are plenty of viable alternatives out 
there, including online business lending 
services and business angels. 

“These latest figures show that more 
people are starting to realise that a ‘no’ 
from the bank does not have to mean the 
end of the story. 

“Of course, what works for one busi¬ 
ness may not be suitable for another, but 
it is important that you are aware of the 
options available.” 


Shortage prompts review 


A SHORTAGE of specialist 
doctors is one of the reasons 
behind a proposed shake-up 
of hospital services in 
Worcestershire, say health 
chiefs. 

Specialities such as surgical, obstet¬ 
rics and gynaecology are struggling to 
recruit enough “middle-grade” doctors 
to cover rotas across all three of the 
county’s hospital sites. 

Clinicians say the problem will 
worsen as the demand for services 
grows in the future and it is one of the 
factors prompting a review. 

Six potential “models of care” have 
been put forward - these include two 
which threaten Kidderminster Hospi¬ 


tal with downgrading or closure. 

Each model would, as a minimum, 
see minor injury treatment facilities, 
outpatient services and some diagnos¬ 
tic services remain in Kidderminster, 
Redditch and Worcester, although this 
could be at existing sites or at different 
premises. 

At a meeting to discuss the review, 
Dr Simon Rumley, a GP who has 
worked in Wyre Forest for 15 years, 
said the hospitals were struggling to 
appoint sufficient doctors, which are at 
the level below consultants, in some 
specialities. 

It’s very difficult to get these middle 
grade doctors that do a lot of the work. 
They are skilled and have the experi¬ 
ence,” he added. The county’s ageing 
population is another reason an over¬ 


haul of services is needed, clinicians 
say. 

Chairman of the Wyre Forest Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group, Simon 
Gates,said: “We are going to see a lot 
more people with long-term conditions 
such as diabetes and heart disease as 
well as conditions relating to smoking 
and obesity.” 

There is a budget of £900 million for 
hospitals in Worcestershire in 2012/13 
but there is a growing gap between the 
demand for healthcare and the avail¬ 
able funding with officials predicting a 
£200m shortfall by 2014/15. What 
we’re having to do is provide more 
services with the same amount of 
money,” said Dr Rose Johnson. Dr 
Johnson said the financial cost of the 
models had not been worked out yet.

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Hi-tech decoy house is 
ready to catch burglars 

TO A burglar it looks like every 
other house in the street but 
inside the front door hi-tech 
gadgets are lying in wait to catch 
crooks in the act. 

Decoy houses are being set up by police 
officers in Dudley packed full of surveillance 
equipment to capture evidence as thieves 
break in. 

Motion sensors, concealed cameras and 
unique coded dye will be hidden within the 
homes and on high-value goods in unspeci¬ 
fied locations across the borough as part of 
the initiative to catch criminals red-handed. 

Any movement within the homes will 
trigger sensors, alerting officers and record¬ 
ing the burglar’s actions via the covert high 
resolution cameras. 

Images are beamed directly to handheld 
computers and 3G mobile phones with 
police quickly dispatched. Similar decoy 
houses are already used across the West 
Midlands. 

Television personality Jon Bentley joined 
Detective Chief Inspector, Andy Parsons, 
head of Dudley CID to launch Operation 
Capture in the borough. Bentley posed as a 
burglar to show many of the ways people can 
be captured. 

DCI Parsons said the operation had been 
launched in anticipation of a rise in burgla¬ 
ries in the summer months. “The technol¬ 
ogy used in the capture house may sound 
like something from a spy film, but is in fact 
technology we use quite often.” he said.

Town centre rents drop 
lone to help boost trade 


RENT prices for shops in Dudley 
town centre plummeted by more 
than 14 per cent in the past year - 
the steepest drop in the Black 
Country - as councils try to entice 
businesses in. 

But places such as Brierley Hill’s Merry 
Hill shopping centre still command the 
highest shop rents. 

More than half of the 33 shopping centres 
and high streets surveyed across the West 
Midlands reported a drop in rents - with 
some businesses saving as much as 15 per 
cent. 

The average drop for the region was 3.4 
per cent, according to research by an estate 
agent. 

The news comes just days after it was 
revealed almost £400 million is being 
pumped into revitalising high streets across 
the Black Country and Staffordshire. 

With empty shop fronts and boarded-up 
windows now a common sight on high 
streets in the region, prices have been driven 
down as councils draw up multi-million 
pound plans to attract major brands and 
bring in more shoppers. 

Dudley’s 14.3 per cent fall takes rents for 
the town down to £30 per sq ft. 

Stourbridge, which already had prices of 
£30 per sq ft, maintained the same rental 
levels as last year. 

But rises are expected there next year as a 
result of empty space at the Ryemarket 
shopping centre being filled. 

Halesowen’s rents also stayed steady at 
£50 per sq ft.

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Ambitious proposals at 
sugar site are backed 


PLANS for a huge development at the former British Sugar factory 
site in Kidderminster have been recommended for approval. This 
paves the way for the creation of up to 250 homes and 400 jobs. 

The ambitious proposals for the site off Stourport Road include a hotel, railway 
station, business units, a restaurant, care home and creche. It comes as work continues 
to demolish the silos on the 67-acre site. Outline designs for the development have been 


submitted to Wyre Forest District Council 
by the St Francis Group. 

They will go before the council’s plan¬ 
ning committee this week and have been 
recommended for approval. 

Council bosses hope the massive project 
will kickstart the regeneration of the area. 

Exciting 

Plans for a link road through the site 
scooped £2.5 million government funding 
earlier this year. 

The project has been described as “excit¬ 
ing” by council leader John Campion. 

In a report to the committee, planning 
officer Julia Mellor states: “The former 
British Sugar site is one of the largest 
employment sites to the west of Birming¬ 
ham and the current application provides

the opportunity to realise the long stand¬ 
ing ambition to bring this brownfield 
vacant site back into economic use.” The 
developers have been working closely with 
the district council on the plans which 
would see the railway halt created for the 
Severn Valley Railway as part of the 
scheme. 

Mr Gamier said: “The redevelopment of 
the former British Sugar site in Kidder¬ 
minster is a very important step in the 
path to economic recovery of both the town 
and the district.” 

The site has stood empty since British 
Sugar shut down operations in 2002 and 
the land was later sold.

Properties’ proposal for the plant on disused land off Moor 
Street took place at the weekend. While only a trickle of 
people faced the rain to attend, plenty of opinion was aired 
to the firm’s planning consultants. 

The consultation, was at Brierley Hill Project, in South 
Street.The plant would turn domestic and commercial 
waste into gas to generate electricity for up to 8,000 homes. 

Bosses claim the plant, which would employ 30 people, 
would release low emissions without odour. 

John Grosvenor, aged 66, of Pheasant Street, said he 
feared the plant would result in an increase in heavy traffic 
past his house. 

Former town mayor Rosemary Tomkinson, 76, of Seagers 
Lane, also said she was concerned about the traffic. But 
added: “I actually think the plant is a great idea.”

HOPES a line of shut-up shops in 
a Wordsley street will be opened 
again for business received a 
boost.

TRADERS who claim they are 
losing out on hundreds of pounds 
and suffering plummeting busi¬ 
ness due to roadworks along a 
busy high street say they may 
seek compensation. 

Resurfacing work has been ongoing in 
Brockmoor High Street and Leys Road, 
Brierley Hill, for the past two weeks and the 
traders affected said they were counting the 
cost of the scheme that they say is a night¬ 
mare.

Mark Wardley, who has run Black 
Country Bait and Tackle in the High Street 
for 25 years, said traffic was bottlenecked 
both in the morning and evenings. 

“Sometimes it is even difficult to get to 
your own shop,” he said. 

Councillor Judy Foster has said the 
project was vitally important to the area.

Land opened up by the rerouted road 
will form part of the new shopping 
development to link the supermarket 
with the shops at the Churchill Shop¬ 
ping Centre and Birdcage Walk.

The plans are being brought forward 
by Avenbury as part owner of the site 
and owner of land adjacent to Dudley 
bus station. The Porters Field propos¬ 
als are separate to those plans put 
forward recently by Cavendish Quarter 
Properties which has revealed propos¬ 


als to build a supermarket. Avenbury 
spokesman, Ed Grieve, said: “The 
scheme will unlock the potential of the 
site by diverting Trindle Road and 
bringing with it jobs and improvements 
to public transport infrastructure and 
pedestrian flow which will directly help 
the economy of the town centre.” 

Deputy Dudley Council leader, Coun¬ 
cillor Shaukat Ali, added, even though 
it will need to go through all the normal 
planning processes, it is nonetheless 
very exciting.

Baby you can drive my car... it's a hit from a modern Beetle 



MY first car was a green VW 
Beetle and I have fond memories 
of learning to drive and after 
passing my test exploring the 
country with my new found 
freedom. 

It wasn’t always plain sailing and having 
some mechanical ability certainly helped. 
Nevertheless, I have always held the 
Beetle in high esteem. 


Some 


pundits 

have 


suggested that new Beetle has evolved 
from the original: I disagree. If you take a 
look at the Porsche 911 you can see a direct 
line back to the original. 

Not so with the Beetle, the new one has 
front engine, front wheel drive so for me it 
is a homage to the original. If this sounds 
like I disapprove of the new Beetle 
then you are mistaken. 

For a start the latest incarna¬ 
tion of the Beetle has moved 
forward the latest shape 
the most obvious 
change being the 
rear light clus¬ 
ters which I 
was not 
struck on. 

It is only 
when you 
compare 
directly 


with the model before you see the signifi¬ 
cant body changes that have been made. 
That said it is still unmistakably a Beetle. 

Opening the driver’s door reveals a 
colour coded dashboard that is not dissim¬ 
ilar to my first car and gives a perspective 
which I think is unique in today’s cars. 

The dashboard is clearly laid out with 
what has to be the largest fuel gauge I have 
ever seen. 

Illuminated 

Then I spotted the Fender decal on the 
door speakers. This is a £500 upgrade that 
gives 400watts of power a subwoofer in the 
boot and illuminated door speakers. It is 
worth every penny if you enjoy listening to 
your music. 

What does differ dramatically from my 
first car is the performance and the han¬ 
dling. The 1.4 engine is a peach and some¬ 
times it is difficult, because of the 
performance to believe it is not bigger. It 
pulls with an eagerness that encourages 
you to explore its full power. A combined 
fuel consumption of 40mpg also means 
that this performance does not need to 


break the bank. Handling is superb and 
the Beetle can be thrown into corners 
confidently with suspension that is per¬ 
fectly matched to the performance. 
Steering is precise and allows you to place 
the car accurately on the road. 

As a driver’s car the Beetle does not 
disappoint and the levels of grip available 
mean that it is sportier than it first 
appears. 

So it is unfair to compare the new 
Beetle with the old? I think it is. The orig¬ 
inal Beetle has a cult following and hails 
from a different era when requirements 
for cars in a competitive market were not 
as strenuous as they are now. But, the new 
Beetle has much to commend it. From a 
performance perspective the Beetle pro¬ 
vides great fun from its 1.4 engine. Han¬ 
dling is up there with cars with far more 
sporty pretensions and it is practical too. 

Is it a worthy successor to the original? 
I think unequivocally it has to be yes. 

Purists will probably hate it but the 
new Beetle still has no equal in the looks 
stakes and with modern performance it is 
difficult to fault.
